OUR days/after the Barbarous'Murther of Mr. Thynn, which filled 
all peoples: minds with a juſt horror at ſo vile and inhumane a fac I 
' was defired to go and-viſit the Priſoners, I carried Dr, Horireck;with 
. me, becauſe I heard that Borosky the Polonian (pake no other language 
but Polsſh and High Dutch, We waited on'the Captain, but he was 
. » unwilling to enter into much diſconrſe with us; -and adbered to whar 
he had confeſſed before the Council, that he only intended 0 fight with Mr.Jpynn, 
and that the Polonian bad miftook -his orders'when he ſhor bim. The Licutenanc 
ſaid ar firft nothing, but that he was in. the company of thoſe that committed the 
faq, without intention to murder any; and if for that he ſhould be condemned to 
die, then ſaid he, Fiat voluntas tua, Thy: will be done. The Poloniarn was free 
and ingenuous in his confeſſion, and "apoalich ores ſorrow for what he bad done. 
But within a few-days I went again and found the Lieutenant wonderfully touched. 
He told me that the morning after he was firft taken, he awakened full of horror for 
what he had done, and the firſt thing that came.in bis mind was the-nipth yerſe of 
Pſal. 32: Be ye not as the horſe and the mule which have no underſtanding, whoſe 
mouth muſt be held in with bit and bridle; This he applied 46 the Irong. in which he 
was, and then began to refieRt what a beaſt he had been, and that it #vas fic he ſhould 
be ſhut up ina priſon, and fettered as he then was , uponthat he Jookt back with 
borrour on what he had done, and began'to cry earneſtly. ro- God for mercy. 

He continued ſome days in doubt whether be ought to confeſs or not, and was in 
that anxiety when I ſaw bim firſt, which made him ſay nothing at that cime; bur he 
ſaid afterwards he found ſuch inward compunRion, in his-mind,; that be wiſhed to 
diey he grew weary of lifez and hated himſelf fo much that he:was glad todo every 
thing that was lawful, which might be a means to bring himco be a publick example, 
and to ſuffer in this world for his fin. Upon that he made-his Confeſſion to the Ju- 
frices of Peace, and found himſelf ide Cy eaſe when that was done. He turned 
himſelf after that wholly ro God, and found that then: he was.antirely out 'of the 
ſnares of Satan; and che hold which the Devil had of him. : All: the reſt of the time 
of his Impriſonment, except a few hours of fl:ep cowards the mornings,” he ſpent 
in reading the Bible, and ſome other good Books, particularly Dilheren his Way 
to Happinef(s, in High Dutch, which be valued highly, and Thowas a Kempy Book 
of the Imitation of Chriſt, and ſome other Books of Devotion. He thought it was 
alſo fit for him to leave in writing 2 warning behind him to others to leaxn-by his 
example, He was not'bred to Letters,and ſo he ſaid he knew what he ſhould write, 
would appear ſimple to thoſe that delighted in learning, or police language z bur 
he ſaid he would write from his heart, and prayed God it might have a goad effe&t 
on others, 'He' had trayclled up and down Europe three and'twenty: years, being 
then in theForty-ſecond year of his age,and he had obſerved many things though he 
had no literature ; ſo he ſaid he would leave an Exhortation to: all ſorts of people 
with whom he had converſed, and touch.thoſe fins which he bimſecli had known 


many of them guilry of;and he ſaid that if his wricing ſhould become publick inGer- 


any,

»4ny or in oth r places where he had been he was confident that many might read 
it, who would know for what reaſon he had writ many pefſages inic, and might 
perhaps -be moved to tefle&' on ihofe fins of which they knew themſelves guilty, 
and would underſta nd his meaning better than any others could, When be had 
writ it, he gave irto me four dayes before his execution; he had daſht and changed 
it in many paſſages, which he ſaid he writ at firſt, when there was yer too* much of 
the ſpirit of the world in him, but he had reviewed ir, and had corrected it in he 


bet manner he could,.- He ſaid he had never writ ſo-much in.his whole life, 'and. 


. ſo he did not doubt, . but chere would appear great weakneſs in ſome parts of it, 


+ but he'had wric-it in; the ſimplicicy of his bearr.' ' To this be added # thorc acs- 


cn of his life , and a' confeſſion of the Crime fot which he was to 
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He often wiſhed that from him, all that god might rake bred left they fell, for once 
he thought himſelf as litle capable'of commirting ſuch a.crime, which (hould bring 
 "himto ſuch an end as any man was. He was the Son by the lefi: band of a Ba- 

ron-of Swedes, -who was made a Count before he dyed ; "bur he did not rarry tris 
name; berauſe he was:not legitimate z and he would riot have his Fathers name 40 
be publiſhed, - becauſe he wis now ſuch a reprozch to it : | He applyed hindelf ro 
the War, bur/in all theſe twemy three years in which he had been travelling up 
and downthe world, he bad led 8 much more innocent life: than tight be gueſſed 
from fuch s conclofion of x; 1; He had early 'a ſenſe of thefear of God before he 
cameyabroad into the world, which never left bim quite cill a few dayes before this' 
fat 3 'bur-was alwayes fuch «curb on him, that he never fell into thoſe fins that are 
roo common among thoſe that follow the War. He was ſo litele guilty of plunder

Herold me that for ſome weeks - byfare the fat was done, he. fell under a 
darkneſs and ftupor in his mind, which he could compare co nothing but the ſenſe 
a man has when heis half aſleep: He continued to ſay his Prayers, but it was 
only as a child repears a lefſon by rote, for he had 'no ſenſe of God all that while -;

He was fo little able to judge of things aright, that he thought he would be free 
of the crime, ifhe did it not with his own hand ; and becauſe he abhorred the aRing 
it himſelf, he fancied he would not be guilty, if he only went in the company of + 
thoſe that were todoir. When the fatal day came in which iy was done, he ſaid, 
though he was not drunk, yet he was like one drunk, for he was almoft Riypid - ic 
was on a Lords-day, which he had much and often prophaned, and 'on that day in 
particular, he had not worſhipped God neicher in'publick or private, 'The.Cap- 
tain defired himto gowith him and fight with Mr. Thynn,, (I rthink it was near 
ſix a clock at night, bur am not ſure as to the hour ) He confeſſed he believed ic was 
deſigned to at what followed, for he ſaw the Muſqueroon in rhe hand of the Polar- 
der, and he remembred well the uſe for which ir was bought, bur he till reſolved 
that he would do nothing, -but fight, if there ſhould be occaſion for it. He had de- 
lighred much in Horfes, an4 had a grext ' opinion, thar there: was ſome ſagacity 
in them , ſo the dulneſs of his Horſe in following Mr. Thynn's Chariot -all along 
Pall Malt, made ſome impreſſions on him : for chough he uſed the ſpur pretty 
ſma:ily, yet he could not get him to follow cloſe. That, anda diſorder in his own - 
mind, made that he was almoſt1wenty paces bebind whenthe fire was given, which 
had that deplorable effeRt on that unfortunate Gentleman, | He told me eyen thic 
did mot awaken him, bur his ſtupor continued ſo, that ſome little time paſt; before 
he offered to fly away ; and then his Horſe without the fpurr, was quick enqugh. 
He was not-after chat affe&tcd with. ir, but. ſpeat ehar-night altnoR as ill as be had 
done the day ; hor was he recovered of chat Rupidity till the ſecond day of his im- 
priſonment.

He ſaid he would have writ nothibg concerning ihe fat, if his whole confe flion 
had been read at his Tryal 3 bui that riar being done, he thought it fit for bim to 
leave ir behind him to the world, that che whole truth of that matter might appear.: 
but he profeſſed often, that he did it-not out of any reſentment to. any perſari, what. 
ſoever 3 and though he looked on the Captain as. the fatal Inſtrument thathad 


drawn him into this fin,and this miſery that followed it, yer he ceaſed not every day 


ro pray for him : When Sentence was pronounced, the Captain reproached him, 
and called bim with ſome ſcorn a durderer:: be ſaid, That touchcd him yery ſcn- 
ſibly to ſee him that was the cauſe of his ruine inſult over bim :. Yet he ofcen asked 
news of him , whether! he was touched with a fenſe of bis fn or not ? 
and when he underſtood thaj tre continued ftill to deny all, but only an intention ro 
fight with Mr, Thynz, ' be defiredthat he might be ſuffered ro go to him and: ſpeak 
with him ; for he ſaid, though others migbt ſpeak much beter, yer he hoped he 
might ſay ſomewhat chat would be more effeQual :- So on :Wedneſday the eighc. of 
Merch, he was carried to him; I warned him beforehand, thatthe Captain 
would perhaps uſe him roughly, for he was ofcen upbraiding-him for his. ingrati- | 
tude, and for having accuſed him falſly : But he anſwered me, That -he-went to 
ſce if he could bea means to do him any good; and not to diſpute a matter of 'faRt 
with him, which he kaew in bis Conſcience w$true-, and if he ſaw. there: was -no 
appearance of doingany good to him, he would ſoon leave;bim.

chought is was not fic char both ſhould be cogether aflzep that night ;* bur that all 


night long enher the one or the other ofthem ſhould be conftanily calling upon 


God. He exprefſed nor the leaft deſire of living any longer, ; He never once asks 
cd me if 1 thought a Pardon might be obrained : On the contrary he iaid, be defers 
' ved>ro die, and defired- ir as much as he had deſerved it. He only withed thacifir 
could be obrained his bead might be cur off; but he eafily acquieſced, when I told him 
Fhart was fiot roþe expeted. He often bleſſed God for bringing him to a Priſon, 
. andchat he had not made his eſcape to have Jed a wicked life any longer. Afﬀcer he 
bad been under grearhorrour for atmoft a weck, he found great quiet come inſtead 
ofie, chirfly after he bad disbutthened his Conſcience by a ſincere confeſſion ;, at

grext tranſporis of joy,he ſaid this tha follows ſo often both in Frexcb and Dutch, 
that I covld nor but remember, it well; O my God, my good God, my infinctely good 
God, how do I love thee ! I bleſs theey I will bleſs thee as long as I live, yea Lord; 1 
ſhall ſing of thy praiſes for ever : for thou haſt bleſſed we wonderfully : thou ha 
many good inclinations in me : thou haſt often touched my heart with the motions of 
thy boly Spirit : but above all thy bleſſings, for this 1 will bleſs thee, that when 1 
bad forſaken thee, and was at the gates of Hell, that thou haſt brought me from 
thence, and haſt now brought me evento the gates of Heaven, Open them,O Lord, 
and I will enter in, end praiſe thy name for ever.

This be repeated ott.n in ſuch a manner that he ſeemed as one raviſhed for joy.

His heatt was ſo full of 
rhe ſenſe of the goodneſt of God,that he could now'complain of nothing, or deſire no- 
thi-g but that be might be able to rejoice more perfettly in God, and to praiſe him 
mere. Helonged much for the Officers that ſhould carry him away , and looks 
with g:cat cheerfulneſs at me when he ſaw them come'to lead him out. When his 
Irons were taken off, he told me, Somg of his Fett.rs were taken from him, but be 
bad others yet about him that ſhould be 'likewiſe taken off very ſpeedily, but I have 
chains upoy my ſoul.which (hall draw me ap to Heaven, Hetold merhgt he imended.

This was the ſubRance of that which he had purpoſed 10 fay;but when hecame to 
the place, the no.ſe was ſo great there, that he ſaid be would ſpeak fiothing, bur left 
i to me 10 pybliſh.whar I knew be had intended to fay + ani (o he continued ifi his 
Devotions,reading ſome Prayersand. Hymns out of Dilberen's Book ; and in ſeye- 
ral paſſages as he read them, 1 perceived great joy ,in his looks; he told me his 
wind continued firm and ſcilc;} in his joy in God ; and fo be wefit on a. while reading; 
at laſt he threvy bis Book to me, and withed meto give it to ſore good foul. He (aid 
2 few words to the Captain m High Durch, which I did riot quice-uaderftand, but 
by his manner I judgcd it was a declaring that he forgave him, and died-in charity 
with him ; to which the Captain made a ſhort anſwer that ſecqaed to mia return of 
bis kindneſs.

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crime in his whole life ; and that particularly the laſt year of it, he had a greater 
ſenſe of the fear of God than formerly', ſo that be had reformed his--life ro ſuch a 
degree, -that be had not been” guilty of one aR either of drunkenneſs or unclean- 
nels, of ſwearing or lying, and that he had conffantly prayed to God. He ſaid, Thar 
en Count Conningſmark, made that propoſition rohim, which he rold me much 
more largely than find it is'in hisConfeffion,he was troubled arir, & went into ano- 
ther room and kneelcd down and faid the Lords Prayer; but concluded that ſince his 
mind was not fortified againſt t;thatGod had appointed that be ſhould do it. He ſaid 
in his Country they were bred up in ſuch an opinion of their duty to their Maſters, 
and of their obligation to maimain their honour, that he believing the relation the 
Count made of the Engl;ſhGentleman(for Mr. Thynn was not named to him)having 
intended to murther him, and baving ſer fix Aſſaſfinates on him, - thought himſelf 
in ſome ſort abſolyed, if he ſhould revenge ſuch an atrempt. He was alſo deluded 
by what the Captain told him, that ifthey happened to be taken, he only and not
